Acreage The area and proportionate extent of each crop in 1S77 and 1878, with the increase or 
under crops, decrease in the latter year, are given in the following Table (I.), from which it appears 
i R 7 R and that the crops of 1878, compared with those in 1877, show a total decrease in cereals of 

31,074 acres, oats having decreased by 63,327 acre3, and beans and pease by 206 acres ; 
while wheat increased by 14,744 acres, barley by 17,388 acres, and here and rye by 327 
acres. 

Tn green crops there is a total decrease of 3 7, 1 4 6 acres, potatoes having decreased by 26,579 
acres, turnips by 4,136 acres, mangel wurzel and beet root by 3,729 acres, and vetches 
and rape by 3,282 acres, while cabbage increased by 191 acres, and carrots, parsnips, and 
other green crops by 389 acres. 

Flax shows a decrease of 1 1,563 acres, and meadow and clover an increase of 17,887 acres. 

In 1878, 35 - 2 acres in every 100 under crops were under cereals, 25 - 3 under green 
crops, 2'2 under flax, and 37 '3 under meadow and clover. 

Of the total extent under tillage in 1878, 807 per cent., or over four-fifths, were under 
three crops — oats (27*1), potatoes (16 - 3), and meadow and clover (37‘3).

Grazing ^ The extent of land under grass in 1878 {exclusive of that under meadow and clove r) was 
L& d lm 7 acres ) or 49-8 in ever y 100 of the entire country, against 10,145,342 acres or 

an ‘ 49-9 per cent, in 1877. The relative proportions under grass in each Province were 

—in Munster 56'1 per cent, in 1878, and 56*6 in 1877; Leinster 54’4 in 1878 and 
53-9 in 1877 ; Connaught 48’3 in 1878, and 48'0 in 1877 ; and Ulster 397 per cent in 
1878, and 40-4 in 1877. 

In Munster and Ulster therefore there appears to have been a decrease of -5 and 7 per 
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cent- respectively in grazing land, while in Leinster and Connaught there has been an 
apparent increase of -5 and - 3 per cent respectively. 

Of the counties — Clare, Limerick, Meath, and Westmeath had each above 60 acres in 
every 100 of their entire area under grass; Fermanagh, Kildare, Kilkenny, Leitrim, 
Roscommon, and Tipperary had above 55 and under 60 acres ; Carlow, Cavan, Cork, 
Galway, Kerry, Longford, Queen’s, Waterford, and Wexford had from 50 to 55 acres ; 
Antrim, Dublin, King’s, Monaghan, Sligo, and Wicklow had above 40 and under 50 
acres; and Armagh, Down, Londonderry, Louth, Mayo, and Tyrone had over 30 and 
under 40 acres in every 100 under grass in 1878. Only 27'3 per cent, of the total area of 
Donegal was enumerated in 1878 as under grass, while Meath shows the highest per-centao-e, 
69-7. 

The area of each County and Province, and the extent and per-centage under grass 
in 1878, are given at page 54. 

Of the total area of Ireland (20,327,764 statute acres),* the land under grass in 1878 
is, as already stated, about one half. It appears from the succeeding Table (II.) to 
have increased from 49'4 per cent, of the total area in 1S69 to 49'8 in 1878. 

In Crops a decrease has taken place in the ten years of from 5,577,780 acres in 1869, 
to 5,204,005 in 1878, or from 27’4 to 25'6 per cent, of the total area. 

Fallow or uncropped arable land numbered 20,684 acres in 1869, and 16,943 acres 
in 1878. 

Woods and Plantations exhibit a slight increase in the decade, viz., from 320,461 
acres in 1869, to 328,687 acres in 1878. 

In “Bog, Waste, Water, &c.” an increase is shown of from 4,367,449 acres in 1S69, 
to 4,661,938 acres in 1878, or from 21/5 to 22‘9 per cent, of the total area. It is to be 
borne in mind, however, that this increase is in all probability due to the causes men- 
tioned at pages 3 and 6. 

The number of holdings exceeding 1 acre has fallen from 543,888 in 1869, to 
528,178 in 1878.

A table showing the extent of land and the proportionate area under Crops, Grass, 
Fallow Woods and Plantations, Bog and Marsh, Barren Mountain Land, and Water, 
Roads, Fences, &c., in 1878, by counties and provinces, will he found at page 54. 
From this it appears that there are five counties with upwards of 100,000 acres under 
“Boo- and Marsh,” viz. Mayo, with 307,335 acres, or 23'3 per cent, of its entire 
arca°; Galway, 215,888 acres, or 14-3 per cent.; Donegal, 177,692 acres, or 1.5 ’0. per 
cent. ; King’s, 109,768 acres, or 22'3 per cent. ; and Kerry, 109,282 acres or 9 5 
per cent. In the following counties the area under “ bog and Marsh does not amount 
to 5,000 acres, viz. -.—Dublin, 1,806 acres, or -8 per cent, of its entire area ; Louth, 3,0 J1 
acres, or V5 per cent. ; Carlow, 3,619 acres, or 1’6 per cent. ; and Down, 4,796 acres or 
•8 per cent. 684,563 acres in the province of Connaught, or 16 2 per cent, of its entire 
area, are returned as under “Bog and Marsh,” including 85,258 acres, or 14*6 per cent, 
of the County Roscommon, in addition to the large extent m Mayo and Galway above- 



“ Barren Mountain Land” covers an area of 100,000 acres and upwards in the following 
six counties, viz. Donegal, 370,791 acres, or 3D2 per cent, of its entire area ; Mayo 
237,676 acres, or 18*0 per cent; Kerry, 231,069 acres, or 19'9 per cent.; Galway 
217,948 acres, or 14-6 per cent. ; Cork, 215,009 acres, or 11*7 per cent. ; and lyvom 
1-04,244 acres, or 13’4 per cent.

15 ’9 per cent, of Sligo, or 71,788 acres are under “ Barren Mountain Land”; 15 ‘4 per 
cent., or 77,186 acres of Wicklow; and 14 - 9 per cent., or 67,971. acres of Waterford. 
The counties containing the smallest area under "Barren Mountain Land ” are Meath, with 
168 acres; Longford, 505 acres, or - 2 per cent, of its entire area; Westmeath, 572 
acres, or T percent. ; Kildare 981 acres, or ‘2 per cent. ; and Roscommon with 4,805 
acres, or '8 per cent. Only 166,601 acres, or 3 - 5 per cent, of Leinster are returned as 
being under "Barren Mountain Land”; while 669,992 acres, or 11*3 per cent, of 
Munster ; 705,577 acres, or 13'2 per cent, of Ulster; and 560,208 acres, or 13'2 per 
cent, of Connaught are similarly returned. 

Very little variation is exhibited in the proportionate area under "Water, Roads, 
Fences, &c.” in the several counties and provinces. In the counties the highest per- 
centage is 6 ’6 in Dublin, and the lowest 3'0 in the counties of Londonderry and Ros- 
common. Only 855,131 acres, or 4‘2 per cent, of the entire area of the country, which 
includes 133,035 acres under water, were returned in 1878 as " Water, Roads, Fences, 
&c.” This, however, does not include the acreage under the larger rivers, lakes and 
tideways. See note, page 3. 

A table showing the division of land by Poor Law Unions is given at pages 55-6. 

The acreage enumerated as "Bog and Marsh” and "Barren Mountain Land” 
in 1878, being found in some cases considerably greater and in others less than in 
the previous year, a minute investigation was made by comparing the returns for 
each townland with those of 1877, and queries were issued to the Sub-Inspectors of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary in every case of material difference, in order that further 
enquiry should be made. In most instances the accuracy of the returns for 1878 was 
corroborated, while in some few cases the returns for 1877 were held to be more correct. 
The enumerators, especially in the wild parts of the country, very generally complained of 
the difficulty of getting correct information under these heads, while in accounting for 
the increase in "Barren Mountain Land” in 1878, compared with 1877, many of them 
stated that large tracts of coarse mountain pasturage, formerly returned as " Grass,” are 
now given as “ Barren Mountain Land,” even though quantities of sheep and cattle were 
grazing thereon. 

This is most observable in the counties of Antrim, Cork, Donegal, Kerry and London- 
derry. In Antrim, comparing 1878 with 1877, there is a decrease of 13,248 acres of 
“Grass,” and an increase in “ Barren Mountain Land ” of 9,407 acres ; in Cork a de- 
crease in " Grass ” of 10,842 acres, and an increase of 22,225 acres under " Barren Moun- 
tain Land”; in Donegal, a decrease of 32,877 acres of "Grass,” and an increase of 
6,464 acres of “ Barren Mountain Land ;” in Kerry, "Grass” decreased by 21,319 acres, 
and "Barren Mountain Land ” increased by 22,537 acres ; and in Londonderry there are 
4,390 acres less of "Grass” in 1878 than in 1877, and 11,124 acres more of " Barren 
Mountain Land.” 

The Sub-Inspectors in some cases made personal investigation into the above dis- 
crepancies, or directed the Constable in charge to do so, while in others the Enumerators 
again inquired into the matter, and the following extracts from their replies are 
given as specimens 

Co. Antrim, Glenarm District. — “ I believe that tbe returns winch I furnished are quite correct. Any 
person having a knowledge of this Enumeration District (Lame) must see that there is a large extent of 
‘ Barren Mountain ’ in it. However, although the land returned by me under this head produces little but 
heather, the less intelligent owners often called it * Grazing,’ inasmuch as young cattle ai'e allowed to wander 
and graze over it, and this may account for tho former Enumerator returning it under the heading ‘ Grass.’ ” 

Co. Cork, Kanturk District.' — “I have made further enquiry with reference to this Division (Clonfcrt 
"West), and I find it corresponds with the return given in 1878, except this alone, that a great portion of the 
acreage given, under ‘ Barren Mountain Land ’ is made grazing land of for young cattle.” 

Co. Galway, Oughterarb District. — “ The designation ‘ Grass Land ’ is frequently applied to mountain 
land where cattle may be grazing. The extent of this pasturage varies annually to an enormous extent.” 

Co. Kerry, Kenmare District. — “T here is a great deal of ‘Bog’ and ‘Barren Mountain Land’ in this 
siib-dLstrict (Sneem). The persons from whom the information is received make mistakes in giving it, some- 
times giving it as * Grass ’ and other times as ‘ Barren Mountain Land.’ Tho number of acres returned this 
year as being under ‘ Barren Mountain Land ’ is nothing too much for this sub-district.” 

Co. Kerry, Tralee District.— T he Enumerator in 1877 “thought unless the mountain was actually 
barren of everytliing it was not ‘Earveu Mountain Land ; ’ he therefore made the mistake in 1877, and the 
people could give no idea of the number of acres of mountain land, but tbe returns this year, 1878, have been 
furnished quite right.” 

Co. Londonderry, Limavady District. — “ Portions of these barren mountains (in Park sub-district) were 
returned in 1877 in column under the heading ‘ Grass.’ The people in the neighbourhood keep sheep on these 
mountains, and when the Enumerator is making the enquiry many of the people return the mountains as 
grass, or in their own words, grazing.” 

C°; Monaghan, Monaghan District. — “O n enquiry it appeal's that the Enumerator for 1877 considered 
certain portions of the mountain on which cattle were grazing as coming under the head of ‘.Grass’ Land, 
lhe Enumerator for 1878, also following his own judgment, considered this portion, though cattle were feeding 
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onjit <o be nothing better than ‘ Barren Mountain,' and so returned it. I certainly know that this part is 
mainly covered with heather interspersed with patches of verdure which, though affording very good feeding 
for mountainy cattle, can scarcely be termed ‘ Grass Land ’ in the general acceptation of the term.” 

According to the returns for 1878, the number of separate holdings was 579,399, being Number and 
2,564 less than in the previous year. The holdings which decreased in number were — 
j those “not exceeding 1 acre” by G89; “above 1 and not exceeding 5 acres” by 278 ; 1377 and 
“above 5 and not exceeding 15 acres” by 1,855 ; and “above 15 and not exceeding 30 1878. 
acres” by 298. The holdings which increased in number were — those “above 30 and 
not exceeding 50 acres” by 203; “above 50 and not exceeding 1 00 acres” by 271; 

“above 100 and not exceeding 200 acres” by 15 ; “above 200 and not exceeding 500 
acres” by 33 ; and those “ above 500 acres ” by 34. Thus while, the holdings “ not 
exceeding 30 acres” decreased by 3,120 ; those “above 30 acres” increased by 556 in 
1878, as compared with 1877.

Excluding those “ not exceeding one acre,” which, to a great- extent, are made up of La j d i 77 
occupiers of small gardens, they numbered 480,993 in 3 STS, or 1,636 less than in 1877. an " ' 

In Ulster the decrease amounted to 1,063 — from. 177,364 in 1877 to 176,301 in 1878; 
in Connaught, to 382 — from 111,643 in 1S77 to 111,261 in 1878; and in Munster, to 
195 — from 99,704 in 1S77 to 99,509 in 1878 ; while in Leinster the difference, an 
increase, only amounted to 4 — 93,918 in 1877 and 93,922 in 1S78.

PART II.— THE ESTIMATED PRODUCE OF THE CROPS. 



Mode of col- The Tables relating to the produce of the crops have been carefully compiled from 
lecting the information obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and of the Metropolitan 
Produce °* P°^ ce fr° m practical farmers and other persons qualified to form an opinion as to the 
ro c ' yield in that Poor Law Electoral Division, for which they were requested to afford the 
information. The names and residences of the parties so co-operating and assisting are 
stated by the Enumerators on the Returns. 

Prior to 1856 the rates of produce were procured for Sub-Inspectors’ districts instead 
of- Poor Law Electoral Divisions as at present. The latter arrangement was adopted in 
1856, with a view to insure greater accuracy in the Returns ; the Poor Law Electoral 
Division being of much smaller area, an increased number of average rates was obtained, 
and thus additional means were afforded for arriving at a more accurate return of the 
actual produce. of the several crops. 

R6 b?T d In acc01 '^ ance w hh the provisions of the 76th section of the “ Weights and Measures 
In Imperial ^78 [41 and 42 Vic., Cap. 49],” Imperial -freights have been used in all the tables 
Weights, giving the produce of the crops for 1878. 

Estimated Comparing the estimated total produce of the crops in 1878, with 1877 — there 
<£ml877 is in Cereal- Crops a P ^crease in wheat of 406,585 cwts. of 112 lbs. ; oats, of 
an<Tl878. 198, 082 cwts., notwithstanding a considerable decrease in the acreage under this 
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crop; barley, of 409,940 cwts. ; rye, of 23,235 cwts. ; beans, of 20,607 cwts., and pease 
of 1,112 cwts , while in bere there is a decrease, of 250 cwts. 

In Green Crops, potatoes show an increased yield of 769,229 tons in 1S7S compared 
with 1877, notwithstanding a considerable decrease in the acreage under this crop ; 
turnips, of 1,122,201 tons ; mangel wurzel and beet root, of 85,643 tons; carrots and 
parsnips, of 9,37 L tons, and cabbage, of 38,294 tons, while vetches decreased by 8,565 
tons, and rape by 3,002 tons. 

Flax decreased by 5,9S6 stones of 14 lbs., and hay increased by S6,1S1 tons. 

Compared with 1877, every crop in 1878 shows an increased average produce per Estimated 
statute acre. except rape and hay. Wheat and oats increased 1'4 cwt. each, barley, '6 average 
of a cwt., bere, 2 cwts., rye, 1 ~7 cwt., beans, 2'7 cwts., pease, 1*4 cwt., potatoes, 1 ton, 
turnips, 3'5 tons, mangel wurzel and beet root, 2'9 tons, carrots and parsnips, 1*5 ton, an( j 
cabbage, ’9 of a ton, vetches, 1’7 ton, and flax, 2‘9 stones per statute acre. Rape 
decreased by '3 of a ton, and hay yielded the same average produce, 2 '3 tons per statute 
acre in both- years. 

Though a large increase in the yield of the crops generally in 1878 is exhibited by 
comparison with 1877, it must be remembered that ’the latter year was an excep- 
tionally bad one for all crops except hay. In the observations on the produce of the 
crops made by the Sub-Inspectors of the Royal Irish Constabulary throughout Ireland, 
climatic influences were the generally ascribed cause of this increase, yet many of them 
refer to the necessity which still exists for improvements as to weeding, manuring, 
seed, and timely sowing and gathering in, and on these- subjects I beg to refer to the 
important remarks of the Sub-Inspectors of Athy and Johnstown at page 67, of Granard, 

Dundalk, Ballylinan, Ballynacarrigy, and New Ross at page 68, in which, after speaking 
of the influence of the weather on the various crops, it is stated that “ farmers also claim 
credit for having this year sown their crops seasonably and bestowed an unusual amount 
of manure and care upon them;” of Ennis, Cork North, and Dunmanway at page 69, ^of 
Mitchelstown and Clonmel at page 70, of Ballyshannon and Downpatrick at page 71, 
of Galway at page 72, and of Tobercurry at page 73, in which it is stated that the 
“ good yield is to be attributed more to the comparatively fine weather with which the 
country was favoured than to any great exertions on the part of the inhabitants. 

During the greater part of the year most of the men are absent in England engaged at 
harvest work and other pursuits, so that a great deal of the work at home has to be 
carried on by women and boys.” . 

The estimated total produce of the several crops in 1877 and 1878, and the increase 
or decrease in the latter year, are given in Table VI.; the estimated average produce 
per statute acre in Table VII.; and in -Table VIII. are given the total extent under 
each of the principal crops, the estimated average yield per statute acre and the 
- estimated total produce, for each year from 1869 to 1878, inclusive. ' „ _ , 

There can be no doubt that if due attention were bestowed on the destruction of Weeds. 

' weeds, the lands of Ireland would afford a largely increased yield; but, unfortunately, 
luxuriant crops of weeds, which are to be seen in almost every part of the country during 
Summer and Autumn, not only rob the farmer himself, but often inflict a vast amount ot 



injury on his neighbour.

Bere, the cultivation of which has declined within the decade from 2,40 1 acres in 
1869 to 585 acres in 1S78, yielded more than an average in the latter year, 169 cwts to 
the acre. 

Bye, which increased in acreage from 8,7S2 acres in 1SG9 to 10,866 acres in 18/8, 
returned an average yield of 14 - 1 cwts. to the acre, which is considerably higher than 
any year since 1869, except 1876, w'hen it yielded 15 cwts. per acre. 

In Green Crops the year 1878 exhibited a fair average return compared with the 
previous nine years. Potatoes yielded scarcely au average ; in the province of Munster 
especially the average (T9 ton to the acre) was very low, in Cork the rate was only 1*5, 
and in Limerick l - 6. Turnips and mangel wurzel were much above the average, and 
cabbage about an average. Flax exhibits a higher rate (31 7 stones to the acre) than in 
any year since 1869, except 1S75 and 1876, when it was 35-5 and 32-7 stones respectively. 

Eav, as in 1877, produced an exceptionally abundant yield, 2’3 tons to the acre, and 
it. is remarkable that in each province the average yield in 1878 was exactly the same 
as in 1S77, viz., Leinster and Ulster 2-2 tons, aud Munster and Connaught 2'3 tons to 
the acre.

At the period of the enumeration in 1878, the total number of horses in Ireland N uml)er of 
was 562,449, being an increme of 9,743 compared with 1877. There was an xncrease of Live Stock 
7,362 in the number " two years old and upwards,” and of 4,863 in one year old 
and under two,” while in the horses “ under one year there was a decrease m 2,48-. 

Mules numbered 23,966, being 1,174 more than in 1877, and asses amounted to 188,464, 
being an increase of 2,622 on the previous year. . Q _ , . 

Horses, Mules and Asses numbered 719,421 in 1S69, and 774,8/9 in 1878, being an 
increase in the decade of 55,458. 
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14 AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS FOR THE YEAR 1878. 

Cattle numbered 3,985,120 in 1S78, showing a decrease of 12,47S on the number 
enumerated in 1877 ; in the “two years old and upwards” there was a decrease of 
40,905, and in the "one year old and under two ” of 46,686, while in those “under 
one year” there was an increase of 75,113. Taking the ten years 1869 to 1878 cattle 
increased in number from 3,733,675 in 1869 to 4,147,102 in 1873, but have again de- 
creased to 3,985,120 in 1878 as already stated. 

Sheep amounted to 4,095,134 in 1878, showing an increase of 107,625 on the previous 
year; the “one year old and upwards” increased by 56,769, and those “under one 
year” by 50,856. 

Comparing 1869 with 1878 there has been a decrease in the number of sheep of from 
4,651,195 in the former to 4,095,134 in the latter year. 

Pigs were returned as 1,269,399 in 1878, a decrease of 199,313 on the previous year. 
The “ one year old and upwards” decreased by 30,808, and those “under one year” 
by 168,505. 

Comparing the number of pigs returned in the ten years from 1869 to 1878, the highest 
number was enumerated in 1871, 1,621,423, and the lowest in 1873, 1,044,454. 

Goats numbered 278,974 in 1878, being 11,677 more than in 1877, and 73,113 more 
than in 1869. 

The number of poultry in 1878 was 13,711,174, being 145,091 more than in 1877, and 
2,909,487 more than in 1869. Of the 13,711,174 poultry in 1S7S, 799,515 were turkeys ; 
2, 215,824 geese ; 2,778,601 ducks ; and 7,917,234 ordinary fowl. 

Compared with 1877 turkeys increased by 47,706, and ducks by 125,531, while geese 
decreased by 24,575, and ordinary fowl by 3,571. 

While the total number of turkeys in Ireland shows a proportion of about 1 to 3 geese, 
in Leinster and Ulster the proportion is about 1 to 2, in Munster about 1 to 3, and in 
Connaught about 1 to 5 ; the numbers being in Leinster 220,357 turkeys and 437,401 
geese ; in Munster 239,863 turkeys and 802,266 geese ; in Ulster 237,381 turkeys and 
495,051 geese; and in Connaught 101,914 turkeys and 481,106 geese. 

In the following counties tlie turkeys out-numbered the geese : — Down with 47,871. and 
43,113 respectively, Dublin with 10,077 and 8,904, and Meath with 27,057 and 21,964. 

Ducks and Ordinary Fowl appear to be more evenly distributed throughout the 
four provinces ; the former numbering about 1 in every 5 of the total poultry for 
the provinces of Leinster and Connaught ; 1 in 6 for Munster ; and 1 in 4 for Ulster ; 
and the latter constituting about one-half of the entire number of poultry for each 
province. 

Estimating the geese and turkeys at an average market price of 3s. each, and ducks 
and ordinary fowl at 2s. 6 d. per pair, the poultry in Ireland at the time of enumeration 
in 1878 would represent a total value of £1,120,791.

SCUTCHING MILLS IN IRELAND. 

The number of Mills for scutching Flax in Ireland in 1878 was 1,209, being a decrease 
of 23 compared with 1877, and of 302 in the ten years, 1869-1878. 1,162 of these 

Mills in 1878 were in Ulster, 19 in Munster, 16 in Connaught, and 12 in Leinster. There 
were 518 Mills with from 1 to 4 stocks; 346 having 5 or 6 ; 296 with from 7 to 12; 40 
having fro ni 13 to 18, and 9 having above 18 stocks ; 980 were worked by water power ; 
150 by steam ; 71 by water and steam ; 5 by horses ; and 3 were moved by the wind.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. 

In connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, I beg to give the following abstract Metorologi- 
(Table XII.) of the Meteorological Observations registered at the Ordnance Survey Office, ca\ .Obser- 
in the Phoenix Park, during the year 1878, for winch I am indebted to the courtesy ot 

the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey. . . 

The barometer stood highest in 1878 on the 16th of March at 9.30 r.M^-air calm 
—when it was 30 '688 inches ; it was lowest on the 7th of October, at 9 30 _ p.m — 
wind E.— when it was 28-919 inches. The highest temperature of the air during the

rear was 70-4 decrees of Fahrenheit, on the 26th of J une and 23rd of J uly, and the lowest 
9-3 degrees on December 24th. Rain or snow fell on 217 days during the year ; the greatest 
quantity of rain which fell in a day (24 hoars) was 1-250 inches, on the 20th April— 
the wind beino S.E.,and calm. The point from which the wind prevailed during the year 
was W • it blew from that direction on 86 day's, with an average pressure of 4-24 lbs. per 
square foot. The strongest wind was from S.W., on the 6th March, when the pressure 
was 10-50 lbs. per square foot.

In Reply to a Circular dated October 25, 187S, on the Probable CauseJto which the Good 
or Bad Yield of the Various Crops in each of their Districts may be attributed.

Carlow County. Bagenalstonm District. — The 
yield of the various crops of this district is (with the 
exception of barley) somewhat better than last year - . 
This is to be attributed in my opinion to the line 
favourable season there was during the period of their 
growth. The yield. of the barley crop is not as good 
as in other years. Some people attribute this to a sud- 
den check the crop got at the period when the grain 
was filling, owing to the great heat that set in at that 
time. There is a very heavy crop of straw which 
lodged in many places, and I think this may have — 
to a certain extent — affected the yield of the crop. 
Carlow D. — The average yield of all kinds of crops is 
attributed to the favourable seasons. 

Dcblin County. Balbriggan D. — The great yield 
of hay is to be attributed to the rain falling at a 
favourable time. The potato crop would have been an 
excellent one hail the blight not taken from its 
value. Clontarf D. — The yield this year is above the 
average, but the potato crop was much injured, 
especially in low lying lands by the rains in May and 
June, which, however, had a contrary effect on the 
hay crop, which was very good. Dundrum D. — The 
rates of produce show about an average yield for the 
various crops, except as regards hay, which is more 
abundant than usual, owing to the favourable nature 
of the weather for the growth of grass. Lucan D . — 
There has been a slight increase in the average produce 
of the various crops in this district, except carrots, 
which are rather worse than last year, owing to the 
flies having preyed on them in the dry season when 
appearing above the ground. The probable cause to 
which the increase in yield is attributed in the other 
crops is that the sowing season was more advantage- 
ous, being drier (ban last year, and afterwards the 
rain fallin" moi'e favourably. Metropolitan Police, 
Blachroch D. — From inquiry made from the princi- 
pal farmers in the several Electoral Divisions in this 
district, I find that the crops in general were good, 
and up to the average yield of last yeai’, except pota- 
toes, which were injured, it is supposed, by the wet in 
July and early part of August, and which rotted in the 
ground before" the digging out, consequeutly, they were 
much under the yield of hist year. Ratlimines D . — 
Great increase in the yield of mangel wurzel, ancl 
small increase in hay. An increase also in the yield 
of the oat crop as regards the straw, but the grain is 
light and under last year’s yield. All owing to the 
season being moist and wet. Summerhill D. — There 

is a great increase in the produce of green crops, par- 
ticularly mangel wurzel and hay ; also in the oat crop as 
far as regards straw, but the grain is light and scarcely 
lip to the yield of other years. The other crops are about 
the average of former years. The increase in green 
crops is attributable to the moisture of the season. 

Kildare County. Atluj'D. — The crops are better 
this year owing to a finer season. The yield in oats 



and barley was not what was expected, this, I pre- 
sume, was caused by the seed which was produced 
from last year’s crop being inferior. Kildare D . — 
There is about the average yield of crops in this dis- 
trict during the present year. Xaas D . — All the 
crops are very good in this district this year, owing, in 
my opinion, to the favourable weather in the spring. 
Robertstoion D. — Oats, a good crop, but some of the 
grain is light in consequence of the storm lodging the 
stalk before the grain was ripe. Potatoes are plenti- 
ful but small, and a large number black owing to 
heavy rains. Turnips and mangel wurzel are above 
the average, being suited by the dropping season. 
Wheat and barley a fair supply. May and straw very 
plentiful and cheap. 

Kilkenny County. Gallon. D. — There has been 
a good yield of tlie various crops in this neighbour- 
hood owing to the fine spring and summer weather. 
Castlecomer D. — There is a good yield of hay, corn, 
turnips, and mangel wurzel, owing to the rain during 
the early part of the summer, hut the potatoes, though 
numerous and freer from disease than in previous 
years, are small and of inferior yield in consequence 
of the thunder and lightning iu the beginning of 
autumn. Johnstown D. — The corn crops this year 
appear to be generally up to the average, where they 
are below it it is, supposed to have been caused by a 
wet and cold spring, causing much of the seed to fail ; 
the turnip crop failed in some districts from want of 
rain after sowing. Iu light poor laud the wetness of' 
the spring had no bad effect on the corn. Blight, late 
sowing in many instances, and wet, have caused the 
potato crop to be in some districts very considerably 
under average. Pilltoum D. — Wheat, oats, and pota- 
toes, I am informed, are deficient in yield, compared 
with former yearn, owing to climatic influences. All 
other crops up to average of former years. T/iomas- 
town D. — The plentiful crops for past season in this 
locality may be attributed to the fine summer we 
have just had. 

King's County. Edandrrry D. — The yield of the 
various crops this year is generally good, owing to the 
favourable season. Ferbane D. — The yield of the 
various crops in this district has been good. I can 
only attribute it to the favourable weather which we 
have had for farming operations during the whole of 
the past season. Parsonstown D. — This has not been 
considered a very bad year. Any deficiency in the 
crops has been attributed to the wet season which 
prevented the grain from filling properly, and to a 
partial early blight any deficiency in the potato crop. 
Sliinrone D. — In consequence of the wet season the 
yield of oats and barley was not so good in this dis- 
trict as in former years. Tullamore D. — No special 
cause for the rather favourable yield of crops this 
year beyond the fineness of the season up to harvest, 
when a considerable quantity of grain was lost 
through its being lodged by wind and rain.

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: or Longford Countv. Ballymahon D. — The crops 
“• seem to show a more than average yield as compared 
with recent years. The hay crop was very good, and 
of good quality. Potatoes were a good yield and 
good quality. The weather was favourable to hay 
and com crops. Granard 1). — Oats and potatoes are 
the only crops sowed to any great extent in this dis- 
trict. In both of these there is an increase of yield 
this year, which is attributed to favourable weather, 
both in spring and autumn, for there was no change 
in the mode of tillage, manure, seed, he. from that of 
former years. Longford D. — The bad yield of the 
oat and potato crops in some localities was caused by 
the rains of July and August, but although the yield 
of the various crops may be considered fan-, yet the 
prices in this neighbourhood are low. 

Louth County, Ardee D. — The average produce 
of oats and early sown barley is not good it is 
believed in consequence of the great heat setting in 
suddenly after the vain at time of ripening. The hay 
and potatoes are fair average crops, the former in con- 
sequence of the moisture of May, and the latter in 
consequence of the end of the season being day. 
Drogheda D . — The bad yield in some few districts is 
attributed to the season having been unfavourable to 
poor lands. Dundalk D . — The good yield of the 
various crops this season is attributable to fine weather 
and good manuring. 

Meath County. Athboy D.— The yield of the 
crops in this district has generally been good this 
year, especially hay. Turnips are perhaps rather 
under the average, owing to continuous wet in the 
seed time, which prevented sowing till considerably 
after the usual period. The oat crop was considerably 
damaged by rain and wind when ripening and when 
ripe. Dunshavghliti D . — The hay crop is very good 
owing to the damp in June and dryness in July” the 
potato crop is rather bad owing to the moisture 
on June. KeUs D. — The crops in general are better 
tins year. The potato has been a good crop 
because it was sown earlier, the weather bein'. in 
every way most favourable, for the same reason 
a. tobubm abundant and „f „ mUt _ 

J avan l). — I have ascertained from some intelligent 
practical farmers that the yield of the various crops 
will be good except oats and potatoes; the former crop 
was affected by too early ripening, and the latter bv 
the blight, winch made its appearance rather earlier 
than usual. Slane L.— The yield of crops in this dis- 
trict was generally above the average. Hav was 
excellent and well-saved, but turnips, owing to the 
wetness of sowing-time in May, and consequent late- 
ness of the setting, yielded rather inferior bulbs. 
Tnm D.~ The farmers in this district are well- 
pleased on the whole with the various yields this 
season, which, on the average, are much hotter than 
those of the precedmg years. The lay has heen 
very abundant, owing to the met weather in May, 
and the line dry weather in July. Potatoes are only 
“ average crop owing to tire rain in early spring. The 
yreld of oats, though fair, was much reduced by the 
heavy rams m middle of August, which “lod«ed" 
a great portion of the crop. Wheat, barley, and Sran- 
jel wmsei are good m consequence of the dry weather 
m July. The turmp erep was somewhat injured hy

— The yield of barley is considered deficient, owin'* to 
a wet season at tbe time the grain was cornin'* to a

Westmeath County. JkdlynacarrujyD .— The yield 
of the various crops varies very much according to the 
districts, and I am informed that the generally .food 
yield was caused by the favourable weather whiclipre- 
vailod during the spring, summer, and harvest. In 
some instances the farmers deferred sowing crops until 
it was rather late ; in others, they allowed them to re- 
main too long standing, and in many cases, thou.di the 
crops appeared heavy, the yield was not, as good as one 
would suppose it ought to be. Custlepollard D .— The 
good yield in the different crops is caused by the 
weather having been unusually favourable for then- 
growth from the time the seed was planted ; as also 
that the weather during harvest has been of an aver- 
age character, thereby enabling the crops to be stored 
m good condition. Delvin D . — There lias been a fail- 
average yield except as regards hay and potatoes, the 
former being much heavier than usual; the latter 
although sound, are very small. I consider this m 
both cases owing to the moist, cold season which 
though favourable for hay, was unfavourable for pota- 
toes. Kilbcggm, -O.—Tlie crops this year have been of a 
fan- average yield, with the exception of oats, in which 
the grain though plentiful had not properly filled ; this 
is doubtless owing to tlio heavy rains which laid 
the oats before it was ripe and sufficiently filled 
Moata D. The yield of the various crops in this dis- 
tnct appears only about the average of fair years. 
Mullingar D .— The good yield is generally attributed 
to tne rain coming at a seasonable time, and the dry 
weather for the ripening and saving of the crop J

when it was maturing. Earley— more developed in tiro 
straw than m Hie grain, tile latter appeared alum, hmt, 
but when weighed, was found deficient ; the grain was 
not fully matured m consequence of the moist season 
Potato® a good yield, attributable to early planting 
and to tho almost uninterrupted genial temperature 
which prevailed dining the whole time the crop was 
ru the ground, and the blight not appearing so earlv 
as m other years. Turnips and mangel Vurzel-h, 
good yield, credited to the favourable weather at time 
of sowing (winch was later than usual owing to wet- 
ness), hut the turnips are small in sice. Hay— a verv 
good crop m consequence of the moist season, especially 
in April and May. Oarmj D .— The good yield of the 
various crops this year may he attributed— firet to 
favourable weather and dry soil in early spring when 
getting m the crops ; second, to an abundance of rain 
at the proper season of tho year ; third, to a fine, dry 

harvest. New Jlose D — The return of straw ta 

wheat, oats, and barley 1ms this year been much 
greater Hum it was last; the moist state of the soil 
during the vegetation of those crops this year is said 
to have produced this result. Wheat bavins been 
favoured with good ripening weather, is said to have 
matured a much larger amount of grata than in any 
of Hie preceding three years. During the progress bf 

lipemng a blight is reported to have affected the oat 

,apd barley crops very seriously; they are much worac 
both in quantity and quality than they were last year 
Hay is a good crop, consequent on tho moist season 
during its vegetation— much better than it was last 
year For the same reason turnips, mangel wared 
carrots, -and cabbage are bettor, and more productive! 
than they were 1 last year. To tho same cause as on 
efficient contributory is ascribed the superiority of 
the potato crop this year, and the absence of the 
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blight until the crop had been nearly matured. Far- 
mers also claim credit for having this year sown then- 
crops seasonably and bestowed an unusual amount of 
manure and care upon them. Taghnon D . — The 
heavy rains in spring and the fine summer were 
particularly favourable to the meadows, consequently 
the hay crop is unusually good. The want of rain 
in May and June caused the produce of cereals to 
be very light, but the rain in July and August 
prevented its complete failure. The dry summer 
prevented some farmers from sowing their green 
crops in time, but for which fact the yield would have 
been far beyond the average. As it is, some of the 
mangel wurzel and turnips are as fine as have been 
seen in this country. Wexford D . — The various 
crops were of average yield this year. 

Wicklow County. — Bray D . — Wheat and barley 
are good crops in consequence of the weather being 
favourable to ripen them. Oats are also a fair crop 
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from same cause. Potato crop is indifferent in con- Province of 
sequence of much wet after being sowed. The bad Leinster. 
yield of turnips and mangel wurzel may be attributed 
to the want of rain after they were sown. Hay is a 
very large crop, owing to the large rainfall during month 
of May. Dunlavin I ). — The generally good yield of 
the various crops in this neighbourhood is to be 
attributed to the favourable and seasonable weather at 
spring and harvest time of the past season. Tinahely D. 

— The good yield of the various crops in this dis- 
trict may he attributed to the favourable weather of 
last spring, especially the month of May, in which 
a sufficiency of rain occurred, to the advantage of 
farming produce, followed by genial weather. Wick- 
low D . — There is a very slight increase in the yield of 
the various crops in this district, which is owing, I 
think, to the fine weather last spring, which enabled 
farmers to get their crops down to great advantage, 
and also to the fine weather during the harvest. 
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Clare County. Ballyvcmghan D . — The crops of 
bay and potatoes are very good, which the people 
ascribe to the moistness of the summer season on the 
limestone land. There are scarcely any diseased pota- 
toes. Ennis D . — Owing to the wetness of the sum- 
mer the oat crop was not good in grain although 
straw is plentiful. To the same reason the inferiority 
of the potatoes is attributed. The hay crop is plenti- 
ful, ancl wherever it has been cut early is good. A 
habit unfortunately prevails amongst the small farmers 
of cutting the hay late in August, when the weather 
is generally wet, instead of a month or two earlier, 
when it is generally good. Ennistymon D . — In this 
district the crops are generally fail', with the exception 
of potatoes, which are only middling, it is said, in con- 
sequence of so much rain during the season, but the 
same cause produced an abundant hay crop, and served 
straw, but not the yield of oats, while cabbages, tur- 
nips, and green crops generally were improved by 
moisture. Killaloo D . — Owing to the great fall of 
rain we had in the commencement of the season the 
produce of the various crops is not so good as in for- 
mer years. The potato crop, having been planted late, 
did not arrive at maturity before the blight set in, and 
although there are not many black potatoes, yet they 
are all of a small and inferior description. The gr een 
crops are of a fair average. Sixmilebridge D . — The 
potato crop was considerably under the average of 
former years, owing to the wet season generating 
disease in it, and in some cases the ravages of air in- 
sect called the wire worm seem to have helped to 
living about the bad results. To the wet season also 
is attributed the falling off in the wheat, oats, and 
barley crops. On the other hand, from the same cause, 
the wet weather, hay was unusually abundant this 
year. The rest of the crops were about the average 
of preceding years. Tulla D . — The oat and potato 
crops are much below the average, owing, it is believed, 
to the wetness of the past summer ; the other crops 
are of the average quantity and quality. 

Cork County. BalUncollig D . — All the crops are 
below the average this year in consequence of the rrn- 
j usually late and continuous rain fall. Band on D . — 
i Tire past summer has been wet, with the result that 
I the grain crops have been light, and that of potatoes 
very much below an average from heavy falls of rain 
j when the plant was in the early stages of growth 
i which caused the disease, which always comes sooner 
; or later, to set in before the usual time. The hay 
■ crop is very good, and the quantity of autumn after- 
grass very unusually abundant. I have never obser- 
ved the cattle in such excellent condition. Bantry D. 
— The hay crop is good on account of the first of the 
season having been wet. The other crops are bad from 
the same reason. Castletown Berehavcn D . — There 
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seems to he a large decrease in the yield of potatoes in 
this district for the past season, and a similar failin'* 
off in tlie return of the oat crop. The reason 
assigned is the extremely wet nature of the harvest 
weather, with the prevalence of severe gales. Hay 
gave a modei-ntely fair yield in the upland, poor in the 
flat grounds. Turnips, a tolerably fair return. Pota- 
toes having been so bad, the prospects of a good 
supply of food for the poorer classes are very gloomy 
indeed. Clonakilly I). — The exceptionally wet sea- 
son has materially affected the crops. The potatoes in 
this locality have not been so bad since 1818, small 
and wet, but not much of the disease in them. Hay 
has not been so cheap for many years. Cork, North, D. 
— The crops in general this year I consider in advance 
of last year, ancl would have been still more prodiic- 
tive in quality ancl quantity had it not been for the 
heavy rains during end of August ancl beginning and 
almost to end of September. Very little improve- 
ment, I regret, on part of some landholders in manage- 
ment of their little farms. Cork, South, 1 . — The heavy 
r-ains in month of August just as the corn crop was 
fit for reaping caused the bad yield of oats, wheat, 
&c. The blight showed very early this year on potato 
crop. Lunmanway D . — There has been a had yield 
of the various crops owing to an early blight in the 
potato and grain crops. Grain crops also injured, it 
is thought, by the use of artificial manures, which the 
farmers consider have a tendency to impoverish the 
soil. A growing decline noticed in all the crops, owing, 
it is thought, to tlie humidity ot the climate of late 
years. Fermoy D. — The crops generally have been 
more abundant than usual owing to the favourable 
season. Kanturk J). — With the exception of the 
potato, I believe the produce of the crops this year 
has been nearly an average. Potatoes very bad in 
this district, believed to be from wetness of early part 
of season. Fin sale J. — There has been in this dis- 
trict a general failure of most of the crops, save hay, 
owing to the -weather. Macroom D. — The failure of 
the potato crop is attributed to the wet season and 
early blight. The wheat ancl oat crops lodged in con- 
sequence of the wet season, and therefore did not 
fill or ripen or come to maturity as they would have 
done had the weather been dry. Hay crop good — wet 
weather being favourable to its growth. Mallow D. 

The hay crop was very plentiful through the whole 

of this district. Hay was very scarce hist year, and 
the farmers in trying to provide against this rather 
overdid the thing, and hay has been selling here 
as low as 22s. 6 d. a ton. Oats and wheat from 
the excessive wet were in a precarious state, and, 
though plentiful, have not been of a good description. 
Straw has been good and cheap. Potatoes have 
suffered a good deal from “ blight,” and have, on the 
whole, been an inferior crop. Other crops average. 
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Province of Middleton D . — Wheat is not considered good or 
M onste r. average yield this year in consequence of the unfavour- 
able weather when the com was filling. The yield of 
the oat crop is large, but the grain very bad in most 
instances, which may be attributed to the unfavour- 
able season for ripening. The barley crop is deficient, 
for the same cause. The yield of potatoes is bad in 
consequence of the wet and cold weather when the 
tubers were growing; the crops near the sea coast 
appear to have suffered most from this cause. The 
hay and green crops are considered very good, particu- 
larly the former 1 , the wet season having favoured them. 
Mitchelstown D . — There is very little tillage in this 
district, the majority of the farmers being dairy pro- 
prietors. The principal crop — potatoes — is very short, 
which I consider may be traced to bad farming ancl 
want of manure. Queenstown D . — The crops have 
been very fair this year. Shibbereen 2). — The potato 
crop in this district became affected with blight before 
the growth of the tubers was completed. The wet 
season was favourable for the growth of cabbage, 
mangel wurzel, «fcc., but did serious injury to the grain 
crops in general. Yougkal D. — The good yield of the 
various crops was owing to the favourable weather 
during part of the spring and early summer. 



Kerry County. Cahersiveen Z).— The bad yield 
of the various crops in this district has been caused 

by the season being so very wet. Dingle D. The 

wet season had much to do with the bad yield of the 
various crops throughout the country. This was 
especially felt in the potato and oat crops. The for- 
mer more particularly suffered, whilst the grain in the 
latter is both small and soft through want of sun and 

dry weather in the ripening season. Kenmare D. 

The potato crop on an average is worse than we 
have had for yearn, this is in consequence of the extreme 
wetness of the early part of the summer season. The 
green crops are fair. Hay, a plentiful crop, but badly 
saved owing to the weather. KiUamey Zb— Hay has 
been a good crop this year owing to the favourable 
weather early in the season. Potatoes are bad ; the 
yield appears to be deficient and the quality indifferent. 
This, and a bad yield in corn, may be attributed to 
wet weather in August. The green crops are fair 
Lislowel Zb— -Owing to the rain being almost con- 
tinuous during the recent harvest, and the potato 
blight appearing unusually early, is attributed the 
decrease m crops in general. It is not so much the 
quantity but the quality, of the different products 
that is nifenoi- consequent on the wetness of the sea- 
son. Tralee D.— The bad yield in potato and grain 
crops is attributed to the wet season, which was 
favourable to hay, turnips, and other crops. 

Limerick County. A dare D. — The low average 
in the produce of cereals, and also of the turnip man- 
gel wurzel, and potato crops in some low-lyin'" dis- 
tricts may be attributed to the unusual wetness of the 
season. The high average of the hay crop may be 

accounted for in the same way. Bruf D. The bad 

yield of wheat, oats, barley, and potatoes in this dis- 
trict is attributed to the wet season. The hay crop 
was an average good one, but on the low flat lands 
it was flooded, and under water for a considerable 
time, thereby rendering it uselessfor feeding purposes, 
ijutter— calculatmg upon both quantity and qualitv 
is at least one-fourth less than it was in former 
years. The loss in this produce is what the farmers 
feel most about throughout this district. Kilfmane D 
—The potato crop in tills neighbourhood is not bv 
miy means so good as of late years, mainly owing to 
the wet weather m spring which prevented sowiim 
early, and therefore the crop was not flu- advanced 
when -toe blight set in. The wet season has caused 
a reduction in oats, and an increase in hay. Mew-

Clonmel D.— The good yield this 
3 year is attributed to favourable weather, and it would 
J be better if the farmers paid more attention to their 
5 lands, ancl tilled them earlier.
